The country will be divided up into 
Clearing House districts. There will be 
forty-three such districts; three of these 
will consist of the sections tributary 
to the three central reserve cities—New 
York, Chicago, and St. Louis—and forty 
of them will have as their central points 
the forty regularly established reserve 
aities, among these being such widely 
separated points as Boston, San Antonio, 
Kansas City, San Francisco, Portland, 
and Minneapolis. 

The Clearing Houses at all these points 
in time of money stress will be empow- 
ere€ to issue Clearing House certificates 
which will be received by the Govern- 
ment, and against which the Treasury of 
the United States will issue circulation.

Some Objections by Bankers. 


Criticism of the plan among bankers 
who are conversant with it has been 
based largely upon the fact that practi- 
cally no provision has been made for the 
use of commercial paper as a basis for 
circulation. The framers of the measure 
are understood to be reluctant to use 
commercial paper for such a purpose, but 
it is pointed out that in the case of a 
purely mercantile bank, which in time 
of stringency wishes to take care of 
merchant depositors, it cannot avail it- 
self of the proposed circulation unless it 
possesses bonds of the class required or 
buys them for the purpose. If it wanted 
to increase its cash holdings it would 
be compelled to make merchants take 
up their notes as they fell due, and it 
would, of course, be unable to extend 
credits to any one. 

If, on the other hand, such a bank 
were permitted to take commercial pa- 
per to the Clearing House in its city and 
the Clearing House issued against this 
security, certificates which were in turn 
accepted by Washington for circulation, 
the bank in question could then use this 
money to meet the needs of its depos- 
itors. Incidentally, much of the collat- 
erai “behind Clearing House certificates 
issued by the banks of this city and those 
of other cities during the recent troubles 
has consisted of commercial paper. Such 
security has always been considered by 
bankers as high class. 

There is @ feeling in local financial 
circles that the proposed measure will 
strike a snag in the Senate in the shape 
of Southern and Western members. 
“puthern members of Congress have late- 
sy been trying to get Secretary Cortel- 
you to advance money upon cotton held 
in warehouses, and they may think the 
introduction of the bill outlined affords 
favorable opportunity for asking that 
Clearing House certificates be based 
upon cotton and that such certificates 
be accepted as a basis for circulation. 

In the same way Western members may 
feel inclined to urge that wheat be made 
acceptable as security as well as bonds, 
and if any combination of these two ele- 
ments, Southern and Western, is pos- 
sible, the new currency plan will have 
hard sledding. Politics is almost certain 
to enter into the affa:r, particularly so 
since there are so many cities of goodly 
size outside of tHe forty cities 
which are proposed ae centres for ocar- 
rying out the measure. Wall Street has 
neither wheat nor cotton to put up as 
collateral behind such certificates, but ft 
has plenty of bonds of one kind or an- 
other, and from that point of view might 
‘be presumed to be unanimously in favor | 
of the plan. 

Oddly enough, however, a goodly part 
of the banking community conversant | 
with the outline of the scheme is opposed | 
to it, and although it is understood that | 
Senator Aldrich has said this is the only | 
legislation on the currency subject that 
sean possibly be put through, they seem 
t» prefer no legislation at all. Sentiment 
in this respect, however, is divided.

BERLIN, Jan. 3.—As a special com- 
pliment to the American Navy Emperor

FIGHT IN AMBULANCE. 


Surgeon Struggles with Driver for Pos- 
session of the Reins. 





Men, women, and children fled in all 
directions yesterday afternoon when an 
ambulance from the Presbyterian Hospital 
dashed up on the sidewalk at Third Ave- 
nue and Fifty-fifth Street, the horse run- 
ning unguided, while on the seat the 
driver and the ambulance surgeon fought 
with each other for the reins, Policeman 
Gerwig caught the horse’s head and final- 
ly brought him toa stop. About the same 
time Dr, Wells, the ambulance surgeon, 
subdued the driver and sat on him. 

To the policeman Dr, Wells explained 
that the ambulance was responding to a 
hurry call from 346 East Fifty-sixth 
Street when he noticed that his driver, 
Bernard Fitzpatrick of 1,505 Avenue A, 
was driving erratically. When the am- 
bulance flew past Fifty-sixth Street at 
reckless speed, without turning in, Wells 
said he became convinced that there was 
something radically wrong with the driver, 
so he climbed through the ambulance to 
the seat to take the reins himself. 

The policeman had witnessed the fight 
that followed, and he took Fitzpatrick to 
the Night Court, while Wells, taking the 
reins himself, drove off to attend the case. 
Fitzpatrick told Magistrate Droege that 
the cail was out of the regular Presbyte- 
rian district, and that he had become 
mixed up in driving to it. He denied that 
he was drunk.

Unquestionably the greatest work of 
Mayor McCLELLAN’s administration, a 
municipal work that has no parallel in 
modern or antique times, is the Catskill 
water project. In an extraordinarily 
forceful campaign in 1905 Mr. McCumi- 
LAN vindicated the wisdom of provid- 
ing for the water supply of Greater

stance of his Hamilton Club pledge, 
had that provision been constitutional. 
The pledge, to which he now adverts 
as @& proper test of his purpose, was his 
only recourse. 

The members of the Mayor’s non-par- 
tisan Water Commission may be well 
assured that he is determined to hear 
their cause impartially, and without 
political bias. The city may likewise 
be assured that he respects the trust 
which he solemnly accepted for himself 
and his successors. 


























TWO WAYS OF DOING THE SAME 
THING. 

The fust issued statement of the 
Controller of the Currency gives the 
total of National banknotes outstand- 
ing as $690,130,895, an increase for the 
year of $93,968,426, and for December 
of $33,912,699. These are record fig- 
ures, and generously expansive. Since 
Oct. 1 over $86,000,000 of banknotes 
have been issued in the face of declining 
trade. But if the quantities are ample 
they have been secured only at the cost 
of a financial convulsion and by extra- 
legal stimulation hy the Treasury, 
which must have caused the Secretary 
anxious hours and sleepless nights, At 
the present moment he is having none 
the best of it in prosecution by would- 
be subscribers to the Panama bonds, 
who have not made it plain that any- 
thing but personal advaftage motived 
them in profiting by measures designed 
to relieve the country’s necessities. And 
it is feared by some that the retire- 
ment of the banknotes may give as 
much trouble as their issue, 

Against this record of stress and 
strain may be placed the weekly state- 
ment of the Bank of France. A single 
Iine in small type announces the issue 
of notes for 266,325,000 francs in a 
single week. If more had been needed 
they would have been issued. Better 
yet, they will be retired certainly, and 
cheaply, without either the issue or 
the retirement having altered the re- 
serve at all, for there is no specific 
reserve against notes of the Bank of 
France. If there were no examples 
extant we might be excused for making 
our currency system as cumbrous and 
costly as possible. But with many ex- 
amples of how to do better we never- 
theless make a virtue of preferring the 
worse way. 








AN EXPERT ON SOUTH AMERICA. 

The term “expert” is much abused. 
It is @ title easily claimed, sometimes 
too easily granted, but when accurately 
weighed, by no means easily juatified. 
We venture to connect it with the name 
of Prof. L. 8. Rowsm of the University of 
Pennsylvania in relation to South 
America, because he has well employed 
extended opportunities for study and 
observation. Some years ago he was 
appointed on the commission to codify 
and modify the laws of Porto Rico, ina 
sense a specimen Spanish-American 
community; since then he has been a 
delegate to the Pan-American Confer- 
ence and has visited the chief countries 
of the South American continent. With- 
al he ig a man of sound judgment and 
of intellectual fntegrity. In the latest 
number of The North American Review 
he discusses ‘Some Fundamental Mis- 
conceptions Concerning South Amer 
ica.” 

The first misconception to which he 
draws attention is that South America 
can profitably be considered in a lump, 
as if all the States were pretty much 
alike, and could be counted on to be- 
have the same under saimilar circum- 
stances. On the contrary, he describes 
Brazil as “a federal republic, loosely 
knit together, but with an administra- 
tive organization sufficiently developed 
to assure stability and security of per- 
son and property.” The Argentine, on 
the other: hand, is “an organized de- 
mocracy, which has passed through a 
social revolution, and in which the po- 
litical system is gradually adapting it- 
self to the new social conditions.” Chile, 
agaif, is “a political aristocracy, 
which {s entering upon the first stages 
of social revolution through the gradual 
awakening of the laboring classes to 
consciousness of power.” In all these, 
and especially in the latter two, there 
exists a kind of instability which is 
more disturbing in appearance than in 
reality. There are constant and fre- 
quent changes in the party, or combi- 
nation of parties, in power, but “‘ which 
does not affect the fundamental bases 
of social order.” Though Prof. Rows 
does not say #0, this is apparently an 
evolution from the stage of actual fre- 
quent revolution—a stage persisting 
longer tn Central America, where vig- 
orous efforts are making to end it—and 
from the present point of advancement 
still further progress may confidently 
be expected.

THE STATE BANKING DEPARTMENT 

The report of the new Superintendent 
of Banks will, if it receives the atten- 
tion it deserves from the Legislature, 
afford ample occupation for that body 
as far as financial legislation ig con- 
It shows, {ncidentally, that the 
Governor made no mistake in the ap- 
pointment of Mr. CLARK WItuiams in 
the strenuous days of late October. 
Apart from the usual report of the 
condition of the State banking institu- 
tions, Mr. WILLIAMs makes a number 
of suggestions, most of them in the line 
of the recommendations of the Hepburn 
Commission, all growing out of the 
events of last Autumn and the causes 
of those events. 

Mr. WILLIAMS combats the opinion 
that the recent disturbance was due to 
the inherent weakness of the moneyed 
‘corporations of the State. - There are, 
however, certain defects in the present 
organization and regulation of these in- 
corporations which he would remedy. 
We asks for greater powers of inspec- 
tion and regulation and the authority 
to direct the discontinuance of unsafe 
practices, for express authority to veto 
the establishment of a new corporation 
on adequate objection, for power to 
take possession of institutions when his 
investigation shows a condition of es- 
gential unsoundness, and for the power 
to act as the statutory receiver of 
banking corporations, with provision for 
needed assistance He recommends 
mandatory legislation as to the duties 
of Directors, the extending of loans to 
Directors, the use of “chain” banks for 
financing operations, and as to the 
Umitation of underwritings. 

In regard to the vexed question of 
reserves for trust companies, he takes 
a somewhat conservative position. He 
holds that “if a trust company is doing 
a commercial business, all interests 
should be protected through those re- 
serves which sound banking principles 
require.”” But he finally concludes in 
avor of a reserve of 15 per cent. In 
lawful money of the aggregate de- 
posits, excluding moneys held tn trust 
wholly within the control of the com- 
any as trustee, and time deposits rep- 
ssented by certificates not payable 
within thirty days. The question that 
raised hy this recommendation is 
hether deposits remaining after this 
exclusion are sufficiently protected by 
15 per cent. reserve. On that there is 
definite difference of opinion.

ONLY ONE VICTIM. 

Of the recent stern uprising in this 
city’ against Sunday entertainments 
there has been only one victim, namely, 
the Children’s Theatre of the Educa- 
tional Alliance. On the lower east side, 
in a neighborhood largely populated by 
Jews, this commendable institution has 
given plays on Sunday, the only day 
these people, old and young, can spare 
for entertainment. 

The actors are the children of the 
neighborhood, carefully trained in Eng- 
lish speech by enthusiastic women, who 
believe firmly in the beneficial influ- 
ence of their undertaking, and receive 
no payment for their services. The au- 
diences are largely composed of chil- 
dren, who are enabled, for a very small 
payment, to hear the poetry of SHaxkz- 
SPEARE spoken, and to derive aesthetic 
cultivation from his plays and some 
simple modern works of an edifying 
character. 

Having an educational and, In some 
way, @ religious alm, the Educational 
Alliance cannot afford to evade the let- 
ter of the law. The Directors of this 
institution would not care to ‘proceed 
under the cover of a temporary injuno- 
tion. The Cerporation Counsel is sym- 
pathetic, but cannot suggest to them a 
way out of their difficulty. Clearly the 
terms of the Doull ordinance bar their 
performances, and they can only hope 
for help from Albany in the future. 

Comment is unnecessary. The vari- 
ety theatres are open on Sunday, the 
theatre of the Educational Alliance ts 
closed, and a multitude of future citi- 
zens are deprived of one of their few 
educational influences.

THE LETTER CARRIERS. 

The letter carriers of the New York 
Post Office, deprived of te privilege 
of accepting holiday gifts, are entitled 
to some small measure of sympathy. 
They are not so well paid for their hard 
work as they might be. Proportionate- 
ly, they are not so well paid as most 
of our publio servants. 

Yet we must all be glad of any check 
to the bestowal of gratuities upon Gov- 
ernment employés. A man in the 
service of the Nation, the State, or the 
city ought to be above accepting gifts. 
The people who bestow them, with few 
exceptions, regard them as bribes. Few 
give willingly, and they are generally 
heedless citizens. 

A Russian was quoted in yesterday's 
Times as saying that in his country, 
if the postmen were not liberally paid 
by the citizens, they would not deliver 
letters. Such conditions 
here. In England it is customary to 
fee the policemen. Generally speak- 
ing, our public servants are well paid. 

We may hope that In time the letter 
carriers will receive higher wuages. 
Meanwhile they should view the new 
rule as an assertion of their right to 
be considered self-reliant, self-support- 
ing citizens, not menials or charges on 
the public. The habit of feeing in this 
country haa grown deplorably. It 
should be checked on every side,

As the story of his offense 
was told yesterday, it was easy enough 
to see that a woman passenger had excuse 
for being very angry, but why she should 
have been particularly angry at MADIGAN 
is not clear. 

The woman had been accused, entirely 
without justice, as it turned out, of steal- 
ing, or at least of taking, as she quitted 
a train at MapIGan’s platform, a bundle 
belonging to a man who had been sitting 
beside her. She denied the charge vehe- 
mently, but her accuser insisted that he 
was not mistaken, and the woman did 
have a bundle. Confronted with this prob- 
lem, MADIGAN'’s simplest course was to 
accompany the disputants to a police sta- 
tion or to send them there in charge ef 
an ordinary policeman. Instead, realizing 
that the contents of the bundle, by being 
or not being what the accuser said they 
were, would probably show whether it 
had been stolen or not, he demanded that 
it be opened then and there. The woman 
objected, which naturally increased the 
force of Mapiaan's demand, but she 
finally ylelded, and, under what ap- 
proached compulsion, revealed that the 
bundle contained, not what the accuser 
said, but some garments very distinctly 
feminine. 

Thus was not only her innocence dem- 
onstrated, but her reluctance to make 
the public display of her possessions was 
explained, and she went her way. Not re- 
jeicing, however; instead, she was much, 
and not unnaturally, aggrieved. But would 
her annoyance and humiliation have been 
less if Mapioan had taken the other 
course? Probably she thought only of 
what she had suffered, and not at all! of 
the alternate woes of a trip to the police 
station, with alarming possibilities after- 
ward. Her grievance, it seems to us, was 
against her fellow-passenger, and Map!- 
QGaN's fault was chiefly lack of tact. With 
a name like his he should have been able 
so to present the case as to induce the 
woman to do with an approach of willing- 
ness, as the smailer of two unpleasant 
things, exactly what she did with angry 
resentment.

selves shows them to be about as prone to 
heat and bitterness as other people, and 
@ recent article in The British Medical 
Journal! says that scientific workers show 
at times a peculiar and characieristic Irri- 
tability of mind. It rejoices that there is 
no likelihood of the establishment of a 
scientific Inquisition, being sure that if 
such an Institution existed the heretics 
would fare hard, indeed. 

The trritability of the scientist is due, 
according to this authority, not to con- 
ceit, but to a keen sense of the dignity 
and loftiness of scientific work. This 
makes inappreciation especially hard to 
bear, and inappreciation in its cruelest 
forms has too often been the public's re- 
ward to men who have given themselves 
and their abilities to investigations from 
which the world has derived the greatest 
of benefits “The hardest thing for a 
scientific man to bear,’’ says The Journal, 
‘ie the attribution of his discoveries to 
men who have come into the vineyard at 
the eleventh hour and received the re- 
ward of his labors. The history of science 
is full of examples of such injustice; they 
all poimg the moral that it is the inevita- 
ble fate of the man who has not the gift 
of self-advertisement to be overlooked.” 

Acoording to our observation, however, 
tne scientist suffers less from the in- 
appreciation of the pubiic than at the 
hands of his professional brethren, for it 
is they who are most apt to belittle or 
ignore his discoveries and to resent the 
presentation of theories that require the 
rearrangement or abandonment ef old 
ideas.

The Judge, among 
other things, mentioned to me that Mrs. 
Hamilton, the widow of the late Alexan- 
der Hamilton, had found among his papers 
a copy in the General's hundwriting of 
Gen. Washington's Farewell Address, and 
she took it for granted her husband was 
the author of it. A surmise of this kind 
had some time ago reached the Judge's 
ears, upon which he wrote to John Jay, 
who replied to him tn a letter which he 
offered to show to me that the circum- 
stances were as follows: Gen. Washing- 
ton, when about to retire from the Presl- 
dency, wrote a valedictory to his fellow- 
ciuzens couched in the felicitous nenege 
of which he was master. Hut, as it might 
be considered a state perer, he submitted 
it to Chief Justice Jay and to Alexander 
Hamilton. They made a few alterations, 
which they interlined, the whole of which 
did not amount to twenty lines. Unwilling, 
however, to return the manuscript In that 
form, it was written over in a fair hand 
by Hamilton and sent to the press. This, 
it is supposed, is the copy which his wife 
now possesses.”

Counse! for the complainants said that 
the Crane Kallroad Company had filed its 
tariff with the commission, its charge for 
the delivery or transportation of cars 
from the Reading HRaad being $2 per car. 
The defendant company declined to pay 
| this charge, but agreed to pay 6 cents a 
jton for the delivery of freight to other 
companies than the Crane Iron Works. 

The defendants maintained that the 
Crane Hallroad Company and the Crane 
Iron Works werv substantially the same 
and that to pay charges to the railroad 
company for the transportation of freight 
to the Crane iron Works would amount 
to a rebate on the freight to the Crane 
Iron Works.

ENEMY TO DUST COATINGS 





Collecter Is Waging a Campaign te 
Force Louvre Authorities to Ciean

Joseph Duveen, a member-of the firm 
of Duveen Brothers cf London, which re 
cently purchased the Kann collection of 
pictures, arrived yesterday on the Cue 
narder Lusitania. Mr. Duveen comes here 
to spend five weeks comparing the Rem- 
brandts in American private collections 
with those {n Paris, St. Petersburg, Loa- 
don, and Berlin. 

While Mr. Duveen wes not willing to 
discuss the Kann sale or to tell anything 
regarding the American purchases, he did 
discuss at some length a campaign he 1s 
waging to compel the Louvre authorities 
to ciean every picture in the vast gallery. 

“While it Is well to protect paintings 
from the experiments of ‘ restorers,’ "’ n® 
said, “in these days of scientific cleaning 
there is no reason for conserving dust 88 
if it were a valuable adjunct to a work of 
art. 

‘My remarks regarding the disappoint- 
ing state of the pictures tn the Louvre 
cansed some cummotion, and I hope the 
agitation will result in a housecleaning. 
When the firm of Duveen Brothers pur 
chased the collection of Rodolphe Kann 
in Paris we decided to keep the pictures 
and objects of art in Mr. Kann's nouse 
in the Avenue d’Jéna. Knowing the care 
that had been bestowed on their effective 
arrangement, we felt that leaving them 
there would give our clients an oppor 
tunity of seeing the collection intact, and 
we stipulated that not until the beginning 
of December should any purchase be re- 
moved. 

“ The result of this was that for nearly 
four months the well-known collectors 
and connoisseurs in the art world visited 
the house and viewed the collection dis- 
played to the most artistic advantage.

TAFT STICKS TO TARIFF BILL, 


Hopes for Some Compromise on the 
Philippines Measure.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—Secretary Taft 
does not intend to abandon his efforts te 
obtain Philippine tariff legislation in spite 
of the fact that the committees of the 
Berate and House appear to have beep 
set against the passage of a bill during 
the Sixtieth Congress. When asked to-day 
regarding his plans, the Secretary said 
that he hoped that some compromise measg- 
ure would be passed at this session. He 
said that be would be willing for tne bill te 
impose a limitation on the amount of 
sugar, tobacco, and rice admitted to this 
country under the proposed reduction ef 
5O per cent. of the Dingley rates. 

One of the principal objections urged 
against the passage of the bill has been 
that It would injure the sugar and to 
bacco Interests of the United States. Beo- 
retary Taft has always taken the posits 
that if the bill became a law there wo 
not be enough sugar or tobacco from the 
isiands imported into the United States te 
materially affect the price of the home

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BIG ORGAN FOR OCEAN GROVE. !)PDOCTTORS PRAISE 


Most Powerful One in the World Or- 
dered for Camp Meetings. 


When camp meeting time comes at 
Ocean Grove, N. J., next Summer the most 
powerful organ in the world will greet the 
worshippers in the big auditorium and 
accompany the congregations in the 
hymns. The Ocean Grove Association, at 
a meeting yesterday, closed a contract for 
an instrument to cost $26,000 and weigh 
about twenty tons. Robert Hope-Jones, 
who bullt the famous organ in the 
Worcester Cathedral in England, will 
supervise the construction of the instru- 
ment, and has promised to have it Iin- 
sialled by June 

Mr. Hope-Jones now lives tn Elmira, 
N. Y. He installed one of his instruments 
in St. Patrick's Cathedral two years ago, 
and one of his organs is to be installed in 
the Cathedral of St. John the Divine. The 
contract was awarded to him after a com- 
mittee of the Grove Association 
had consulted some of the foremost or- 
Ganists in the country. 

“The Ocean Grove instrument will be 
the most powerful in the world,” said 
Mr. Hope-Jones last night. ‘It will not 
be the largest, because with Iirmprove- 
ments of recent years not so much space 


will be needed. It will have some devices 
which have never before been used. One 
of the most interesting of these will be 
an electric system which will preserve 
the proper tone of the instrument no 
matter what the weather may he. This 
device will be of the greatest importance 
in the Ocean Grove Auditorium, because 
it {is so near the water. The various pipes

“The organ itself will be of remarkable 
construction. The large organs heretofore

By the use of a set of stop-keys, 
which are connected electrically with all 
the various sound-producing devices, any 
of these may be drawn on any set of keys 
instantly at any pitch and any power.
